UPCOMING AUCTION. 


The items from “The Prince collection” come from vast 
collections spanning the globe, showcasing cultures 
including Egyptian, Roman, Greek, and Western Asiat- 
ic. Our highlight items have strong provenance, having 
been in the possession of notable figures, such as Hans 
Geodicke and his Foundation of Egyptology. He had a 
remarkable collection of ancient artifacts unearthed by 
the late Hans Geodicke during his excavation at Abu 
Simbel, a very significant historic site. Geodicke curat- 
ed these artifacts with the intention of establishing the 
Egyptology Foundation, dedicated to the study of the 
site and broadening the scope of Egyptian history. Some 
pieces from his collection were subsequently sold to 
generate additional funds for new archaeological dis- 
coveries. Whereas others were generously donated to 
support the advancement of Egyptian philology, epigra- 
phy, art, and history, spanning from the early Old King- 
dom through to the Roman period. 


Additionally, some pieces originate from, The Egyptian 
Exploration Society. Formerly known as the Egyptian Ex- 
ploration Fund (EEF), which was established by Amelia 
Edwards and Reginald Stuart Poole with the primary ob- 
jective of exploring, surveying, and excavating in Egypt. 


And finally, we have some spectacular pieces coming 
from Dr. Schmidt who was an art collector, celebrated 
for his discerning taste in antiquities. His family had a 
distinguished reputation for amassing ancient artifacts 
and he inherited a substantial collection. Much of their 
collection had been acquired from the Barbier-Mueller 
family, esteemed collectors with a legacy spanning over 
a century. 


Here are some pieces we are particularly excited to host 
in our upcoming April Auction: 


A beautiful Egyptian Amarna Period Sandstone Relief 
Depicting A Pharaoh Worshipping The God Aton (Lot 
2): This piece portrays an iconic scene of Pharaoh Ak- 
henaten in prayer to the god Aton, with the rays of the 
disc deity extending to bestow life and power. Akhen- 
aten was a believer in the god Aten, evidenced by his 
change of name from Amenhotep IV to Akhenaten and 
his abandonment of the worship of Amun. He went as 
far as dismissing other Pharaohs and their beliefs, assert- 
ing that the worship of Aten should have always been 
paramount. Engraved in the distinctive style of the Am- 
arna Period, characterized by exaggerated features, this 
piece holds significant cultural and historical meaning, 
making it a remarkable addition to any collection. 


Another piece that has withstood the test of time is 
A Rare Greek Terracotta Snake (Lot 28). Snakes held 
profound significance in Greek symbolism, often rep- 
resenting themes of renewal and rebirth as they shed 
their old skin. This terracotta snake likely carried ritual 
importance and would have been ceremonially placed 
in a temple dedicated to the Greek god Asclepius. This 
reflects the ancient Greek belief in the healing powers 
associated with snakes. 


Lastly, Lot 745 - Sumerian Copper Cups With Animal 
Protomes: showcase exquisite depictions of birds of 
prey and bulls. The first cup is decorated with bulls 
symbolising good fortune, protection, and fertility, of- 
ten serving as guardians at temples. The other copper 
cup is adorned with multiple protruding birds, possibly 
representing the storm bird, Anzu. Drinking from these 
cups would have been associated with blessings for 
continued prosperity and security. These pieces were 
likely used in ritual contexts, imbuing ceremonies with 
symbolic significance.

Our April auction brings an exceptional selection of antiquities, encompassing a vvide range of cultures such as Ancient Egypt, An- 
cient Greece, Rome, VVestern Asia and China. The items also boast notable provenances linked to collectors such as, Mrs B. Ellison, 
who was a member of the Egyptian Exploration Society and a recognised collector of Egyptian Antiquities. 


Moving on to Axel Guttmann who was a well-known private collector of European weapons. His collection began with a Roman 
Bronze helmet and grew rapidly to over 1,000 pieces. Known for lending his collections for exhibitions and providing accessibility 
to researchers, Guttmann’s collection was auctioned following his passing in 2002 and 2004. 


One of our highlight pieces of the auction is Lot 41 (New Kingdom Egyptian Tall Wooden Ushabti of Sethi 1) coming from the 
collection of Arthur Bowen Davies who was Modernist American Artist. While not widely recognized as a collector of ancient 
artifacts, Davies collaborated with prominent American societies such as the Rockefellers, assisting them in establishing their own 
collections. He frequently travelled to Europe for inspiration, particularly drawn to ancient classics, which likely fuelled his interest 
in Ancient Art. 


The second day of the auction also features a selection of seals that have been seen by the esteemed Professor Wilfred George 
Lambert. Professor Lambert, a collector and lecturer at Birmingham University for many years, dedicated his career to the study of 
Near Eastern history, with a particular focus on cylinder seals. His extensive literature on the subject is widely recognized and is 
grounded in a thorough background of knowledge. 


Each piece was selected by our team of experts and auction curators, offering you the opportunity to enhance your collection. 


With our April auction we welcome our new consultant Alessandro Neri, who specialises in Medieval and Classical antiquities. 
Alessandro studied in the university of Barcelona and Padua completing courses in early Medieval Archaeology, Archaeometric 
Analysis, Anthropology of Fakes, Art Collecting, Authentication and Innovative Tools for a Culture of Legality in Cultural Heritage. 
He has worked as a consultant and curator for multiple galleries and auction houses as well as private collectors.

Judging by its size, weight, and gold decoration, it was likely 
used for ceremonial purposes. This is the earliest type of khopesh sword, which is different from the more common khopesh swords from the New Kingdom period. This piece 
comes with a full report from an independent specialist Robertas Daubaras.

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12.4 The nature of the Lots sold at auction by Apollo Art Auctions is such that they 
are likely, due to their nature and their age, to show signs of wear and tear, damage, 
or other imperfections, restoration or repair. Any reference to condition by Apollo Art 
Auctions will not amount to a full description of condition. Photographs included in 
Apollo Art Auctions’ sale catalogues are not representative of the condition of any Lot. 


12.5 We may describe the Lots using the following descriptions: 

Restored: the Lot may have been repaired or otherwise reinstated and some parts may 
have been replaced; 
Fair Condition: the Lot may be fragmentary or have some obvious damaged; 

Fine Condition: the Lot is likely to be generally complete but may have minor damage 
or evidence of restoration or repair; 
Very Fine Condition: the Lot is usually complete and in good condition, but may have 
some minor damage, restoration or repair. 

Possibly later: the term refers to an item that can be 


rom any given period. 


12.6 We will provide a report on the physical condition of any Lot on request. The con- 
tent of a report is information only and should not be relied upon as advice. For coins 
that have been authenticated, graded and encapsulated (’slabbed’) by an independent 
grading company, no guarantee of any kind is offered by us. Buyers should note that 
removal or attempted removal from any slab will immediately void any independent 
guarantee that might have been offered by that grading company. 


12.7 All dimensions of Lots are approximate and are for general guidance only. A single 
dimension given is normally the greatest dimension for the Lot. 


12.8 Subject to the conditions set out in this clause 3, Apollo Art Auctions exercises 
reasonable care when making statements of opinion consistent with its role as a region- 
al auction house, based on information provided by the Seller, available scholarship, 
and the generally accepted opinions of relevant experts (at the time any such expert 
expressly states such opinion). We are in no way required to seek the opinion of any 
expert outside Apollo Art Auctions. 


12.9 It is the Bidders sole responsibility to identify and obtain any necessary licences 
for a Lot, including but not limited to export, import, or endangered species. Apollo Art 
Auctions and the Seller make no representations or warranties as to whether any Lot 
is or is not subject to export or import restrictions. The denial of any licence or permit 
shall not entitle the Buyer to cancel the sale contract or delay payment of the Lot.
